— The magazine release lever, I* 
conveniently located for the 
thumb making It eaay to extract 
the magarlne, without shifting your 
grip position, while holding the 
pistol on (grgel, 

The sleek, aggressive line of the 
weapon w.i;; studied In every 
detail to minimize recoil eflects 
such as upward pitching and 
aldcwayi torque [twisting} In 
rapid fire. The combined features 
of low ben-el to hand location, 
natural pointing grip shape, 
slide buffer system and excellent 
trigger placement grcally enhance 
these handling qualities.

Operating description 
of the delayed blow-back 
Locking System 

The pistol consists of three main 
jissembiies working In conjunction 
with each other to lock end unlock 
the weapon; 

1, The grip frame and aub frame 
(with barrel and locking neeess for 
boltl which assembled 10 
■unction as a single unit. 

2, the- sliete with h!a combination 
tiring pin retaining plate and 
titjH locking support. 

3, The breech bolt and lis attached 
toggle lever. 

When tlse pistol is loaded and ready 
to fife the recoil spring unit 

holds the slide lully forward 
on the frame. In this position 
Ilia looking support In the rear of 
the slide, (waning agains! the 
toggle lever attached to the 
breech bolt, has driven the bolt 
forward aivd caused the toggle lever 
to cam the rear or the belt Into 
ita locking recess in the sub frame. 
At the Instant of firing the bolt 
and frame are locked together, 
the slide remains inert and ha* 
not yet oagun to move en Its 
guides relative to the Ireme. 
lit [his high pressor* phase the bolt 
attempts io move backwards to 
unlock and push the slide to lire 
shdo to (he raar fcy |h* toggle 
lever. 



This motion is opposed by the 
Inertia of the «lida which also 
continues to esert i; siron-p 
downward naming action arjains? 
■he bolt through the toggle lever. 
By Che lime (he bolt has 
overcome the slide and toggle l*wer 
resistance the pressure has dropped 
to a safe minimum limit. The toggle 
lever, no longer supported by the 
slide, rotates allowing the bolt to 
disengage the frame recess 
and unlock. The bolt is then blown 
to the rear along with the slid* 
by the residual gas pressure. 
Case extraction, election, cocking 
and reloading lollow the 
conventional method.

Loading the pistol 

(introducing the first cartridge In 
the barrel) 

I. First loading Method, 

A. Grip the weapon In your tlrlfig 
hand and keep the murtel of the 
barrel turned downward. 
El. Insert a filled magazine In the 
pistol uniil It la engaged by (he 
magazine release- catch. 
C. Free Iho slide by moving the 
serfoiy lever tc r„mn pnsiE-on. 
Pull the slide fully to the roar, 
by its grooved rear section, until 
It stops arid than let It snogs 
fully forward. 

Those operations place the first 
cartridge of the- magazine In 
the barrel chamber. [Fig. 9], 
Attention! the hammer of the pistol 
is cocked and reedy to f»a. 
If the weapon la not used 
immediately engftft* the safety or 
eintoefc the hammar carefully 
ss described on page IS and 24. 

II. Second, Loading Method. 

A. Grip the weapon in your 
firing hand and keep the muzzel 
dF the barrel turned downward. 

B. Free the slide- by moving the 
safety lover to the firing position. 

C. Pull the slide fully to the rear, 
by Its grooved rear section,

Remove the magazine [Pig, 5). 
Grip the slide by its grooved 
section and pull It back to die open 
position (Fig. 11). 
Make absolutely sure no cartridge 
remains in I hi; barrel chamber 
and then ease the aiidc tony&rd 
to It* Closed position. 
When carrying out the** operations 
always keep the barrel muzzel 
pointed downward, 
To uncock tha pistol (fully lower 
lira hammer) , whether loaded or 
unloaded, hold the weapon In your 
Hiring, hand, move the safety 
to fire position, hold the hammer 
in place with your thumb 
(Fig, 12), pull lb* trigger and 
slowly and carefully accompany 
lb ij hammer down until it rests 
completely at lite rear end of the 
slide. An alternate method Is to 
follow the above procedure bur use 
the thumb at the nan Firing hand 
to lower the hammer. This altaus 
a more secure grip on the weapon.. 
To avoid accidental discharge, 
with arm loaded, make iwr* 
newer to let go of the hammer 
until II Is In conttci with the 
slide. Always hoM tha weapon 
with the rnuirel ported down. 



Firing 

— Single action firing i 
Chamber loaded 

Set the safety to fire position, 
To cock the hammer pull it back 
with your thumb (fig. IS), until it 
engages the sear and remains 
to the rear. 

Attention! Do not keep your finger 
on the trigger while cocking tha 
hammer. Any alight pressure on 
Lhe trigger will cause the hammer 
to drop urn) fi»c the cartridge 
In the chamber. 

— Dooblo action firing: 
chamber loaded 

Grip iln.: weapon In your firing hand. 
Set tfie safety In firs position 
pull i hi: trigger completely to the 
rear. After the first shot is fired 
double action the pistol will 
automatically cock the hammer to. 
ffre single action on all succeeding 
She IS . 

The smooth performing 
double-action trigger cock* and 
releases tha hammer to f I no the 
First shot or recocks It in case of 
nvisfJre. in double action shooting, 
trigger travel Is necessarily 
longer and lhe puli weight Is 
greater than single action 
firing. 



Pistol disassembly 

Hold the weapon In your

Remove the magazine (Fig, 5): 
with your other hand grip the 
slide by Its grooved rear section 
and pull the sMde back all me. way 
and lock it \n this position by 
pushing ihc safety lever up with 
the thumb of your tiring hand 
fFlg.

14), turn both the locking 
support pawls towards the Inside 
ni the Sacking support piece Until 
they clear their seats machined 
on the s:des of the «lidis. 
The bottom rear ot the magazine 
(fluurpiutcl is designed in Jit thv 
slide seals for (his purpose. 
With any pointed object a [pen, 
key, naSt, etc.) push the fining pin 
forward', if necessary move tha 
looking support slightly which wfli 
easily slide down on fts guides to 
leave the firing pin pushed forward. 
With your right hand take tha 
Fceklng support and slip It 
completely off lh# rear of the slide 
along the guide* [Flo. IS). 
Grip the- weapon In your firing 
hand and with ill* other hand hofd 
the elide end lower the 
safety tovar. 



The slide, pushed forward by tha 
recoil spring, will easily coma 
completely frae of the sub frame 
guides (FEg. 1SJ and off Hi* 
weapon. 

Remove the boft from Its support 
on the sub frame [Fig. 17) 
and pull the recoil spring unit 
forward and off. from its 
housing {Fig, IS) on the grip 
frame. 

To remove the firing pin and 
Spring; once bolt is free uf sub 
frame, grasp rear of pdn and rotate 
Irt either direction while applying 
slight rearward tension. 
The fJrEng pin and spring wiM 
now come free as well as the bolt 
toggle (ever. 

Remove the grip panels by first 
putting the safety In safe position 
and carefully remove grip screws. 
Lift panels gently from bottom 
(butt section) to clear grip frame, 
Magatint may be- disassembled by 
depressing the tit protruding 
from the magazine Floor pl&to hole 
and sliding the floor plate 
forward and off. Hold hand over 
bottom wheii removing to prevent 
spring and falsa floor piato from 
flying free. 

Ho lurther di«,is$ombly Is 

recommended except by tha factory 

or their authorised agent -or a 

competent gunsmith. 

Never release [drop) the hammar 

freely when the pistol Is 

disassembled. 



Cleaning the Pistol 

With tha pistol separated into Its 

msin parts, field stripped (Fig. 19) F 

It la easy to clean. 

Tha life and performance of your 

weapon depend basically on proper 

handling and timely cleaning, 

T?uf barrel must be yeaned from 

tha rear attar each use with 

* ■good powder solvent, barrel brush 

and cleaning patches. This should 

be followed by a light film 

of oil on the bore. 

This cleaning consists mainly of 

eliminating dust and dampness. 

Tha poilahad Internal porta must be 

cleaned with powder solvent and 

lubricated with a light film 

of gun oil. 

Use only solvent and oil especially 
prepared for firearms. 

Assembly in g the Pistol 

in iis.'irtmtjl* (he pistol revaraa the 
procedure described for the 
disassembly, Remember however, 
that to assemble the looking 
support It is not necessary to push 
the firing pin forward as whan 
disassembly! ng, isecjus-o the 
locking support itself pushes the 
firing pin forward when It is 
fitted, 
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
